Splendid Banquet. 


In the Commercial Advertiser, Hono- 


lulu, Hawaiian Islands, of December 30, 
•we find n description, over five columns 
in length, of a grand installation ou St. 
John's Day, of the Masters-elect of 
Lodge Le Piogres 1'Oceanie and the 
Hawaiian Lodge, whioh \vaa followed by 
a procession to King Kalakaua's new 
palace, where was given a grand ban- 
quet. The Masons present numbered 
120, and there were also present many 
invited guests. It was the largest Ma- 
sonic assemblage ever seen iu the Ha- 
waiian Kingdom. 
The King is himself 


a Mason and Fast Master of LoJge 
1'Progre de 1'Oceanie. There were a 
great many toasts, aud to one of these 
Minister Daggett responded. The toast 
•was, "All Masons Existing on the 
Globe," and Mr. Daggett responded as 
follows: 


WOBSHIPFUL MASTERS, WARDENS AND 


BBETHBBN: This is indeed a goodly as- 
sainblage of Ma&ous, and I extend a 
fraternal greeting to you all. To me 
this is a very interesting occasion, and 
so, I doubt not, is it to you all; for it is 
an eveut speaking eloquently, not only 
iu the Masonic spirit here prevailing, 
but in its surroundings and the varied 
character and nationality of the breth- 
ren present, of the benincence aud uni- 
• verbality relerred to by .Brother Cruzeii 
cannot be better expressed, perhaps, 
than by saying that it is easier to point 
out where it exists in the civilized world 
of to-day than where it is not to bs 
found, for on every continent and on 
almost every habitable island are seeu 
itn temples, wherein are taught its 
religion of love, charity, obedience to 
law, and those sublimu virtues tending 
to raise men nearer to the angels— 
nearer to that August Grand Master 
whose seat is in the east of the eternities, 
and whose love and mercy it is our 
duty to emulate so fur as humanity may. 
The occasion also is interesting because, 
under the gilded rafters of royalty and 
surrounded by the paraphernalia of 
supreme national 
power, alike the 


entered apprentice who has taken his 
first regular step in Masonry and the 
advanced craftsman who has received 
bis final instruction in the Order—alike 
the artisan, the mechanic, the humble 
toiler who earns his bread in the sweat 
of his face, and the Brother in whose 
sceptered hand abide abundance and 
authority—all meet here on a common 
level, all act here by the plumb, all part 
here on the square, and so, in language 
Masonic, may we ever meet, act and 
part. 


OP THE ANTIQUITY OP MASONKY 


Nothing need ba said h«re where so 
many of the brethren are learned in the 
craft; but, whether it had its origin in 
Assyrian or Chaldean mystery, or as 
Masons more readily believe, among the 
priesthood io Israel, it assuredly em- 
braces a cod* of morals and of worship 
as pure and as grand as God over gave 
to mankind, and he is the best citizen 
of all lauds, as well the best Mason, 
who shall most closely observe its pre- 
cepts. The monuments of Freemasonry 
are all over the world—the grandest be- 
ing the charity and social order which 
its teachings have so largely assisted iu 
shaping and the lesser, but none the 
less interesting, being the 
Masonic 


relics aud symbolism met with in al- 
most every land, even among the un- 
lettered savages, wno knew not their 
meaning, bat universally legurd them 
with awe, A brother Mason informed 
tue that he had seen, near his birth- 
place in North Carolina, on a precipitous 
cliff hundreds of feet above the earth 
aud far below its butting summit, a largo 
Masonic sysbol cut or painted upon the 
face of the rocks. It consisted of the 
all-seeing eye, square and compass, and 
how it came there no man knows, and 
the aboriginal tradition failed to solve 
the mystery. It was seen by the white 
settlers there, and the Indians .s.nd 
that iiiiiuy ybtus m the past their /utiiuifa 
saw it when they came. This would 
Heoui to add weight to the assumption of 
Major Noah and others that portions of 
the lost tribes of Israel were among the 
people who were successfully landed in 
the New World from Asia, and iu turn 
were overwhelmed. 


MASONBY AMONCVTHE IJJIHAN 3EIBKS OF 


NORTH AMERICA. 


It may bs of interest to the brethren 


to learn that a crude masonry exists 
amoug many of the Indiau tribes of the 
grent West of the United States. It is 
connned to the chiefs and sub-chiefs of 
the tribes where it exists, aud the Master 
oi a Lodge in Grass Valley, California, 
informed me, some years ago, that 
while crossing the western plains he had 
visited a lodge and witnessed the work 
of these Bed Masons. When Masonry 
was first introduced among them the In- 
dians do not seem to know, but snch of 
its obligations as are understood by 
them are observed with rigid fidelity. 
There is one Masonic sign,—aud the 
ladies present will not be benefited by 
th« information—which would be apt to 
find recognition among one or more of 
any considerable body of Indiana from 
British Columbia to 
Mexico,

.through its opportune exhibition the 
lives of white Maaona have frequently 
been spared. 


HOW IBB 
SCALP OF A OOMSTOCK MASON 


•WAS SAVED. 


One well authenticated case is that of 


Hon. Albert Hires, late Master of Vir- 
ginia Lodge, No. 3, of Nevada. Some 
.years ago a train of which be was a 
member waa attacked by Indians in New 


Mexico. 
He was recognized 
when 


wounded and in the act of being slain. 
The hostile weapen was lowered, and he 
WAB conveyed to a place of safety, and 
after the battle, was provided with a 
horse, provisions and whatever else was 
necessary, ond escorted on his way be- 
yond the reach of danger. These rude 
Masons 
of 
the 
wilderness—these 


"plumed riders of the deserts," savage 
in all things except when subdued by a 
mysterious influence of whioh 
they 


scarcely know the meaning—teach us 
an instructive lesson. 
They teach us 


that Masonic obligation does not end 
with the mere payment of lodge dues, 
and that the receipt of the Secretary is 
not always evidence that no dues ry 
main unpaid. There are Masonic obli- 
gations that cannot be canceled with 
money, but must be paid in kindness, 
in sympathy and brotherly love. 


DUES TO THE QBAND LODGE ABOVE. 


And in this connection permit me to 


make a remark which stands in reproof 
of many of us. In our walks in life we 
here and there meet a brother with 
whom fortune has dealt harshly. Al- 
though not criminal, calamity has laid 
its heavy hand upon him, and with the 
sunshine driven from his heart, he may 
have sought oblivion in an indulgence 
to which all mankind is prone. We 
pass him by in silence, heedless of our 
duty, and wonder how he ever became 
a brother in Masonry. Let us take 
charity to our hearts when we remem 
ber that, however desolate, forsaken and 
unworthy he may be now, some time 
during his life a lodge of brethren, our 
peers in all things Masonic, gave him 
the hand of fellowship, and commanded 
him to our care—to the care of all Ma- 
sons whithersoever dispersed around 
the globe. For the benefit of the sub- 
stantial charities of our Order we pay 
dues to our lodges; but there are dues 
to the Grand Lodge above which must 
also be met—not in gold or silver or 
precious stones, but in cheering the 
hopeless, in raising the lowly, and in 
assisting the weak, so that when at last 
we are called to final refreshment in 
"that house not made with hands, but 
eternal in the heavens," we may not be 
found delinquent on the ledgers kept by 
the Recording Angel there; and with 
these dues paid our paths will be made 
luminous through the ways of darkness 
leading up to everlasting love and light, 
where the fundamental principles of 
Free Masonry find expression iu the 
inscrutable dynamics of the universe 
and in the wisdom and mercy of God.
